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Continuation of 11 . NOTE: Tlie request for reconsideration does not raise any new issues therfore the amendments will be entered. 
Applicant argues that Whinnett does not teach a first shift of the code sequence corresponds to the first output terminal and a second shift 
of the code sequence corresponds to the second output terminal. However, examiner disagrees. Whinnett teaches transformers 88 and 
90 transform the pair of symbols which show two code sequences at the output of 88 and 90 which output to two terminals. This code 
seuqnce is the same. S1S2 from 88 is outputed as two code sequences as shown in Fig 5. The stream of symbols are encoded and 
interleaved thus these are code sequences. Regarding claims 28 and 40, applicant argues that examiner offers no rational reason of 
combination of references. However, examiner disagrees. Applicant is advised to look at office action mailed on 2/13/2008 for rejection of 
claims 28 and 40 for motivation to combine references. Applicant argues that Secord does not teach two signals are produced at two 
output terminals. However, Whinnett which is a primary reference teaches producing two signals in Fig. 5 from 88. Secord is used as a 
secondary reference to teach the deficiencies of Whinnett. Secord teaches transforming the signals when necessary and not transforming 
them when not desired. 
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
